After Holiday Spree, Doubts Stay 


Consumer confidence 
plunges over home 
sales, unemployment 


New York 

Holiday spending surged this year, 
but Americans still have their 
doubts about the economy. 

With unemployment high and 
home prices falling in the nation’s 
largest cities, consumer confidence 
took an unexpected turn for the 
worse in December. 

The decline followed two 
months of rising optimism. Econo- 
mists say the economic recovery is 
likely to be less fitful next year. 

“The modest drop in the con- 
fidence index is not worrisome,” 
said Omair Sharif, economist at 
RBS Economics Research. “What 
matters to us — and to the econ- 
omy — is that consumers are get- 
ting out there and spending. We’re 
looking at the best holiday season 
for retailers in five years.” 

Busy malls in December are a 
big reason economists are less con- 
cerned about the latest consumer 
confidence figures. There’s also 



Key areas such as jewelry, home furnishings and electronics arc still below pre- 
recession levels. Many retailers offered free shipping to lure buyers back. 



Home Sales Slump 

The biggest negative may be the decline in 
home prices in the largest U.S. cities. Every city 
in the Standard & Poor’s/Case-Shiller 
20-city home price index posted a decline from 
September to October. The last time that hap- 
pened was in February 2009. This year is on 
pace to finish as the worst for home sales in 
more than a decade. High unemployment and 
tight credit have kept people from buying, (ap) 


a slew of data that suggest next 
year will be brighter. Layoffs are 
slowing, businesses are investing 
money in computers and equip- 
ment, and the stock market has 
risen to its highest point in two 
years. Still, consumers are not 
quite convinced. 

The Conference Board, a pri- 
vate research group, said its Con- 
sumer Confidence Index fell to 52.5 
in December, down from a revised 
54.3 in the November survey. It 
takes a reading of 90 to indicate a 
healthy economy. The last time the 
index was that high was in Decem- 
ber 2007. 

The unemployment rate rose 
to 9.8 percent in November, and 
only 39,000 net jobs were created 
that month. 

Chris G. Christopher Jr., senior 
principal economist at IHS Global 
Insight, cautioned not to read too 
much into one report. A downward 
trend over several months would be 
more worrisome. “There was a lot 
of unleashing of pent-up demand,” 
Christopher said. “Things are get- 
ting better, but there are still lot

Europe’s Rising Tide of Anarchy 


Groups are angered 
by continent’s debt 
crisis, analysts say 


Rome 

A loosely linked movement of Euro- 
pean anarchists who want to bring 
down state and financial institu- 
tions is becoming more violent and 
coordinated after decades out of the 
spotlight, and may be responding 
to social tensions spawned by the 
continent’s financial crisis, secu- 
rity experts say. 

Italian police said Tuesday 
that letter bombs were sent to 
three embassies in Rome by Ital- 
ian anarchists in solidarity with 
jailed Greek anarchists, who had 
asked their comrades to coordinate 
a global “revolutionary war.” 

Package bombs exploded at 
the Swiss and Chilean embas- 
sies in Rome on Dec. 23, wound- 
ing two people. A third bomb was 
defused at the Greek Embassy on 
Monday. 

Extreme left-wing and anar- 
chist movements have existed for 
decades in Europe, though officials

have focused far more on the threat 
of Islamist terrorism. 

But the European Union’s police 
agency, Europol, reported this year 
that attacks by far-left and anar- 


chist militant groups jumped by 
43 percent in 2009 compared to the 
previous year, and more than dou- 
bled over 2007, with most incidents 
in Italy, Spain and Greece. 


Spain and Greece have been 
hit particularly hard by govern- 
ment cutbacks and unemployment 
resulting from a continentwide debt 
crisis. Italy has also been growing 
tense in response to austerity mea- 
sures and a political duel between 
Premier Silvio Berlusconi and a for- 
mer ally that for weeks threatened 
the government’s survival. 

“Anarchists-insurrectionists 
work to try to raise the level of 
clashes when there are problems,” 
said Marco Boschi, a criminologist 
who teaches a course on terrorism 
at the University of Elorence. “They 
exploit every occasion.” 

Alessandro Ceci, of the Center 
of Superior Studies for the Fight 
Against Terrorism and Political 
Violence, theorized the Italian 
anarchists may be trying to take 
advantage of the political climate 
in Italy: Berlusconi has seen his 
parliamentary majority fall and 
barely survived a no-confidence 
vote this month. 

In addition, protests against 
university budget cuts turned vio- 
lent on Dec. 14, thanks in part to 
anarchist infiltration of student 
demonstrators, (ap) 


Political Rift Forms in Pakistan 


Islamabad 

Pakistan’s U.S.-allied ruling party 
suffered a fresh blow to its frag- 
ile hold on power Tuesday when a 
coalition partner said it will quit 
the Cabinet, deepening the nation’s 
political turmoil and potentially 
distracting Islamabad from helping 
U.S. forces target militants. 

New elections could lead to the 
emergence of a government not as 
friendly to U.S. interests and less 
vocal in opposing the Taliban.

A Stable Baghdad 
May Unclog Roads 


Leaders mull cutting 
some checkpoints 
choking Iraqi capital 

Baghdad 

Iraq’s leaders are investigating the 
possibility of removing some of 
Baghdad’s hundreds of much-hated 
checkpoints because of the improv- 
ing security situation, the city’s mil- 
itary spokesman said Tuesday. 

Maj. Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi 
said that Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki has asked commanders to 
evaluate the security situation in 
Baghdad and decide which of the 
roughly 870 checkpoints that dot 
the city can be removed. 

The checkpoints, manned 
by Iraqi soldiers and police, are 
designed to catch insurgents, but 
they also slow traffic in the already 
congested city. 

As security has improved, the 
prime minister started last year to 
remove some of the concrete blast 
walls that snake their way across 
the city. The blast walls and check- 


points give the city, which is slowly 
recovering from years of violence, 
the air of being under a military 
occupation. 

The decision is fraught with 
risk. Last year, the removal of 
some of the walls was followed by 
a series of deadly blasts targeting 
government institutions, killing 
hundreds of people. Some barri- 
ers went back up. 

Baghdad residents generally 
abhor the checkpoints. Each resi- 
dent has a story about being stuck 
at one for an hour or more. 

Another driver described in 
frustration of how high-ranking 
government officials bypass long 
lines of vehicles at checkpoints 
while regular citizens are forced 
to wait, sometimes for hours. 

And most Baghdadis don’t con- 
sider the checkpoints to be remote- 
ly effective. 

Still, the captain in charge of 
one checkpoint in the Karradah 
neighborhood said less than a 
week ago, his men found a bomb 
attached to the undercarriage of a 
minibus and defused it. (ap)

Quick Fix for Escalators 


Metro to overhaul 8 Lifts 
on acceLerated schedule 
during the next 2 months 

Metro will overhaul eight escalators over 
the next two months on an accelerated 
schedule — four at Gallery Place- China- 
town Station and four at Union Station. 

Metro said it will employ two shifts of 
workers in order to complete the work in 
eight weeks instead of 12, finishing by the 
end of February. 

All parts of the escalators will be 
replaced, refurbished or removed — includ- 
ing steps, handrails, safety devices and elec- 
trical units. When one escalator is being 
worked on, another will be taken out of ser- 
vice and used as steps, Metro said.

The escalators to be overhauled include 
four at the Seventh Street entrance at the 
Gallery Place station and another four at 
both the Amtrak entrance and First Street 
mezzanine at Union Station. 


A recent independent report on Metro 
escalators and elevators found that Metro 
was not following its own maintenance 
standards for keeping the conveyances 
operating, and identified specific prob-

After criticism over slow response 
times to snowmageddon last win- 
ter, local jurisdictions and state 
transportation agencies weren’t 
going to be caught unaware this 
time.

A Runaway Job Market 

As domestic demand falls, burgeoning economies overseas lure US. companies 


Economy 

Corporate profits are up. Stock prices 
are up. So, why isn’t anyone hiring? 

Actually, many American com- 
panies are — just maybe not in your 
town. They’re hiring overseas, where 
sales are surging and the pipeline of 
orders is fat. 

More than half of the 15,000 peo- 
ple that Caterpillar Inc. has hired this 
year were outside the U.S. UPS is also 
hiring at a faster clip overseas. For 
both companies, sales in internation-

al markets are growing at least twice 
as fast as domestically. 

The trend helps explain why unem- 
ployment remains high in the United 
States, edging up to 9.8 percent last 
month, even though companies are 
performing well: All but 4 percent of 
the top 500 U.S. corporations reported 
profits this year, and the stock market 
is close to its highest point since the 
2008 financial meltdown. 

But the jobs are going elsewhere. 
The Economic Policy Institute, a Wash- 
ington think tank, says American com- 
panies have created 1.4 million jobs 
overseas this year, compared with less 
than 1 million in the U.S. The addition- 
al 1.4 million jobs would have lowered 
the U.S. unemployment rate to 8.9 per- 
cent, says Robert Scott, the institute’s 
senior international economist. 

American jobs have been moving 
overseas for more than two decades. 
In recent years, though, those jobs 
have become more sophisticated — 
think semiconductors and software.

Middle-Class Rise 

A key factor behind this runaway 
international growth is the rise of the 
middle class in these emerging coun- 
tries. By 2015, for the first time, the 
number of consumers in Asia’s middle 
class will equal those in Europe and 
North America combined. Coca-Cola 
CEO Muhtar Kent often points out that a 
billion consumers will enter the middle 
class during the coming decade, most- 
ly in Africa, China and India. Of Coke’s 
93,000 global employees, less than 
13 percent were in the U.S. in 2009. The 
company would not say how many new 
U.S. hires it has made in 2010. But its 
latest new investments are overseas, 
including $240 million for three bot- 
tling plants in Inner Mongolia, (ap) 


not toys and clothes. 

And now many of the products 
being made overseas aren’t coming 
back to the United States. Demand 
has grown dramatically this year 
in emerging markets such as India, 
China and Brazil. 

“Companies will go where there 
are fast-growing markets and big 
profits,” says Jeffrey Sachs, globaliza- 
tion expert and economist at Colum- 
bia University. “What’s changed is 
that companies today are getting top 
talent in emerging economies, and the 
U.S. has to really watch out.” 

Consider Vast.com, which pow- 
ers the search engines of sites such 
as Yahoo Travel and Aol Autos. The 
company was founded in 2005 with 
employees based in San Francisco 
and Serbia. 


Harvard Business School Dean 
Nitin Nohria worries that the trend 
could be dangerous. In an article in the 
November issue of the Harvard Busi- 
ness Review, he says that if U.S. busi- 
nesses keep prospering while Ameri- 
cans are struggling, business leaders 
will lose legitimacy in society. 

Other economists, such as Colum- 
bia University’s Sachs, say multina- 
tional corporations have no choice, 
especially now that the quality of the 
global work force has improved. Sachs 
points out that the U.S. is falling in 
most global rankings for higher edu- 
cation while others are rising. 

“We are not fulfilling the educa- 
tional needs of our young people,” 
Sachs says. “In a globalized world, 
there are serious consequences to

Star WR Smith mulls 
turning pro as Terps 
prep for bowl game 

Terps Football 

Torrey Smith has already donned 
the black cap and gown and walked 
across the stage to claim his place 
as a graduate of the University of 
Maryland. 

In his last game at Byrd Stadi- 
um, the junior turned in one of the 
most memorable performances ever 
by a Terrapin receiver: 14 catch- 
es for 224 yards and four touch- 
downs in a victory over North Car- 
olina State. 

His name is already comfortably 
etched all over the record book’s 
lists of top games, seasons and 
careers among Maryland receivers. 
He has more all-purpose yards than 
any ACC player in history. 

So, while Maryland fans bid 
goodbye Wednesday to Ralph 
Friedgen, their coach of the last 10 
years, don’t be surprised if the Mil- 
itary Bowl is also the last game for 
the team’s most dynamic player. 

Smith said this week that he’s 
still awaiting a final rating from 
the NFL’s draft advisory board, 
which lets underclassmen know 
where they can expect to be select- 
ed in April’s NFL draft. 

“The biggest thing for me is 
getting my information back,” 
Smith said. 

He later indicated that he could 
make his decision by the week- 
end, suggesting he may not wait 
until the university names its next 
head coach. 

Smith also has family con- 
siderations to weigh. His mother 
spent time in prison earlier this 
year, stemming from an assault 
charge, and has struggled to earn 
a decent wage since being released. 
An NFL paycheck could make a 
big difference for Smith’s mother 
and siblings. 

And though Smith insists he’ll 
wait to hear from the advisory

TWO QUINTESSENTIAL Washington mov- 
ies were named to the Library of Con- 
gress’s National Film Registry on Tues- 
day. “All the President’s Men” and “The 
Exorcist,” along with 23 other feature 
films, documentaries and shorts, have 
been deemed “works of enduring signif- 
icance to American culture,” according 
to Librarian of Congress James H. Bil- 
lington, and thus important enough to 
be preserved for all time. 

Whereas last year the registry made his- 
tory by including Michael Jackson’s “Thrill- 
er,” no such surprises grace this year’s list, 
unless you count a preponderance of films 
from the 1970s. In addition to “All the Presi- 
dent’s Men” (1976) and “The Exorcist” (1973), 
’70s films that made the cut included the 
documentary “Grey Gardens” (1976), about 
Edith and Edie Beale, cousins of Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis; Rob- 
ert Altman’s reinvent- 
ed western “McCabe 
& Mrs. Miller” (1971); 
and the disco musical 
“Saturday Night Fever” 
(1977). At least three of 
this year’s films were 
directed by or feature 
artists who passed away 
in 2010: “Airplane!,” 
starring the late Leslie 
Nielsen; “The Empire 
Strikes Back,” direct- 
ed by the late Irvin 
Kershner; and “The 
Pink Panther,” direct- 
ed by the late Blake 
Edwards. 

The board met in November to select 
25 films from a list of hundreds of titles. 
The board includes such well-known fig- 
ures in the film world as Martin Scorsese, 
Leonard Maltin and actress Alfre Woo- 
dard, and representatives of the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences and 
other filmmaking institutions. 

Each year, the Library of Congress 
receives recommendations from the 
public as to which 25 movies ought to 
be included in the registry, which, with 
the 2010 crop, will include 550 films. 
“Anything more than 10 years old can be 
included,” Billington said, ann hornaday

The holiday season is high time for 
film fans. The year’s best pictures 
hit theaters, awards buzz begins, 
and extra days off make for perfect 
moviegoing conditions. 

Still, some of the world’s biggest 
cinephiles might enjoy this sea- 
son more than most: As the new- 
est members of the film academy, 
they’ll be voting on the Oscars for 
the first time. 

The Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences invited 135 
actors, animators, art directors, 
cinematographers, documentar- 
ians, producers, publicists, writ- 
ers and other filmmakers to join 
its ranks in 2010, and their first- 


ever Oscar ballots were mailed 
out Monday. 

The academy’s class of 2010 
recently attended a private party, 
where they were welcomed to one 
of Hollywood’s most exclusive 
clubs by president Tom Sherak, 
who called the event “rookie night 
at the academy.” 

An academy member for 27 
years, Sherak said he still feels 
like “the ultimate movie fan.” His 


advice to new voters: “Vote as con- 
scientiously as you possibly can.” 

“This is something we do that 
the whole world pays attention to,” 
Sherak told the recruits, “and we 
need you to take that seriously.” 

He explained the two rounds of 
voting: The results of the nomina- 
tions ballots are announced Jan. 25.

Director Q& A 

John Cameron Mitchell, the star of 
and brilliant mind behind the campy 
“Hedwig and the Angry Inch” and 
the sexually laced drama “Shortbus,” 
received a lot of lucrative offers after 
his successes — including a role 
in an “X-Men” film. But he decid- 
ed to hold out for something spe- 
cial. That came in the form of the 
screenplay adapta- 
tion of the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play 
“Rabbit Hole.” 

The drama 
about a griev- 
ing married cou- 
Mitchell pie (Nicole Kid- 

man and Aaron 

Eckhart) learning to live after the 
death of their 4-year-old son deep- 
ly affected Mitchell. When Mitchell 
was 14, his younger brother Samu- 
el died of a heart problem. 

“Samuel was an event that 
defined our family. That happened in 
1976 when I was in Kansas, and the 
woman who inspired Hedwig was his 
baby sitter,” says Mitchell. “I think I 
lost my faith in the kind of God that 
I was taught existed when my broth- 
er died. It kind of didn’t make sense 
after that. ... [‘Rabbit Hole’] has a lot 
of resonances in my life.” 


“It’s part of your 
responsibility to find 
out how it is to work 
with someone if you 
can • ••• I did do my 
research [on Nicole 
Kidman], and it bore 
itself out.” 


Each of your three films have all 
had the same underlying theme — 
isolated people deciding whether 
to be alone. What is it about isola- 
tion that speaks to you? 

I was an Army brat, so I was always 
the new guy in town. You find a way 
to fit in quickly, but you never feel 
like you really belong. ... I’m drawn 
to outsider characters. 

What was the most challenging 
part of making this film? 


It was challenging not to be fully 
in control, creatively. ... It was basi- 
cally two producers and me who 
triangulated the film, but I think 
that it wouldn’t have been as good 
a film without them. 

I read that, aside from one bad 
experience, you have never worked 
with a star before. Did you actually 
call several directors beforehand 
who had worked with Kidman? 

I do that with everybody, with all 
films. Investors, producers, actors 
— a lot of people don’t, and they 
have a terrible experience with 
someone. It’s part of your respon- 
sibility to find out how it is to work 
with someone if you can. ... I’m too 
old and life is too short. ... I did do 
my research [on Kidman], and it 
bore itself out. I was very happy.

Anniversaries, events, celebrities and the economy will influence travel in 2011, from the royal 
wedding in London to the 10th anniversary of the Sept. 11 attacks in New York. BETH J. HARPAZ (AP) 



London in April 

London is sure to be crowded for 
the April 29 wedding of Prince 
William and Kate Middleton. “If 
Charles and Diana got 600,000 
people who came into London for 
that wedding, I could see a million 
for this one,” said travel expert Pau- 
line Frommer. 

Virginia in July 

The 150th anniversary of the 
start of the Civil War is also being 
marked this year. One of the largest 
commemorations takes place July 
21-24 in Manassas, Va., where the 
war’s first major land battle took 
place. A historical re-enactment 
there is expected to draw as many 
as 15,000 participants. 

D.C. in August 

Crowds are also expected to turn 
out for the opening in Washington, 
D.C., of the Martin Luther King Jr. 
National Memorial on the Nation- 
al Mall. A 28-foot-tall statue of the 
civil rights leader will be dedicated 
between the Jefferson and Lincoln 
memorials Aug. 28, near the spot 
where he delivered his “I Have a 
Dream” speech 48 years earlier. 

N.Y.C. in September 

New York is the No. 1 city in Lone- 
ly Planet’s “Best in Travel 2011” 
guidebook. “For all of New York, 
11 September 2011 will be a defin- 
ing moment,” wrote the publish- 
er’s U.S. travel editor, Robert Reid. 
A Sept. 11 memorial is expected to 
open in time for the anniversary of 
the attacks.

Vegas was also named the No. 1 
domestic destination based on 
2011 booking data reported by 
managers and agents from Trav- 
el Leaders, one of the top 10 travel 
agencies in the U.S. And in March, 
Vegas will get a shot of publici- 
ty among younger travelers when 
mtvU hosts its annual spring break 
party there. The hotel pools of Sin 
City will be a departure from more 
typical beach spring break desti- 
nations such as Mexico. 


Spring Break 

Whether college students will lead 
the way back to beaches in the Flor- 
ida Panhandle in the new year 
remains an open question, but New 
Orleans is expecting more spring 
breakers in 2011 because Mardi Gras 
happens to fall during the second 
week of March.
